Lemuel Fomcroy. 


Lemuel Pomeroy died at St. Vincent's 


hospital in New York city this morning at 
2.20 o'clock, after an illness of six weeks 
with spinal meningitis. 


Mr. Pomeroy was born in Copake, N. 


Y., and was the son of William L. Pome- 
roy and Frances Blackinton Pomeroy and 
was about forty years of age. He at- 
tended Qreylock institute at South Wil- 
liarnstown for two years and later 
went to Brussels, Belgium, where he 
studied for 
several years. 
On the 


death of Sanford Blackinton, his grand- 
father, he was chosen president of 
the 
Blackinton 
woolen 
company 


and held that position until 1690 when he 
resigned, and his father, William L. Pom- 
eroy, was elected in his stead. 
Lemuel 


Pomeroy was then appointed agent of the 
company and during his service in that 
capacity he resided in New York city. 
When the S.Blackinton Woolen company 
was succeeded by the Blackinton com- 
pany in 1893 Mr. Pomeroy's connection 
with the firm ceased and he had since 
then held no office in the company. 


Mr. Pomeroy was well known here, al- 


though he had spent much of his time for 
a number of years past in New York city. 
Of late years his health had been poor, 
and it was for that reason he went to Ger- 
many last spring, but he obtained only 
temporary relief. His last illness was of 
six weeks duration and from the first his 
recovery was considered doubtful. 


He is survived by his father, two broth- 


ers, Sanford Blackiaton Pomeroy of Paris, 
France, and William H. Pomeroy of New 
York, and a sister, Mrs. Alice Sayre of 
Branford, Conn. 


Mr. Pomeroy was a man of unusually 


bright natural abilities and of known 
liberality and kindness of heart. It will 
be gratefully and well remembered here 
that he was one of the first to suggest the 
hospital, which in its earliest and moat 
needy days received the benefit of his 
impulsive and generous action in matters 
of charity. 


The funeral will occur tomorrow at the 


home of Mr. Pomeroj's father in New 
York city and the interment will be at 
Copake, N. Y.

THE COUNCIL MEETS. 


Just Two Councllmen Who Were 


Not Present at the 


Meeting. 


RULES, REPORTS AND RESOLUTONS. 


Lengthy Documents Presented, Read Ap- 


proved, Tabled or Referred. Amending 


Ing the Rules. President Appoints 


Commlttes. Seal Design Chosen. 


The city council held its first meeting 


since tLe inauguration, last night, com- 
mencing at 7.30 o'clock. There was not 
much business transacted. The committee 
on rules reported and most of the evening 
was taken up by the consideration of that 
report. Several resolutions were intro- 
duced come of which were tabled to await 
the appointment of the committees ;tO 
which they should be referred and some 
were adopted. A design for the city seal 
was adopted and the president appointed 
the council committees. The council ad- 
journed about 10 o'clock. 


The Meeting Opens. 


President Bracewell called the meeting 


to order and announced that E. S. Wilk- 
inson was excused on the committee of 
rules because be was ill and that John A. 
Bice would report for the committee. 
The roll was then called by Clerk Brooker 
and it was found that Alexander Craswell, 
James H. Flagg and E. S. Wilkinson were 
the only members absent. Mr. Bice then 
submitted the report of the committee on 
rules and the clerk was ordered to read 
the report. Before the reading was com- 
menced Mr. Flagg came in and took his 
seat. 
The Council's Kates. 


The clerk then read the thirty-three 


rules that shall govern the meetings of the 
council and President Bracewell explained 
that they were based largely on the rules 
of the council of the city of Quincy. 


Wallace Keam inquired if thenumber 


of the committee members could be 
changed and the president said if the pres- 
ident was given power Mr, Kearn said he 
wanted to move that the finance commit- 
tee be allowed five members instead of 
three. 
An Explanation. 


The president then explained that an 


attempt was made to have the committees 
so arranged that no one member should 
serve on more than one committee. The 
members were then divided, he said, three 
to each of five committees and one com- 
mittee to have five. 


Mr. Whitoker understood that any 


change in the rules should be made by a 
vote of all the members of the council. 
The clerk read the article applying to 
this and it was found Mr. Whitaker was 
right. 


An Expression Wanted, 


Mr. Whitaker wanted the expression of 


some of the members on that point. The 
president asked what -need there is to 
amend the rules. Mr. Bice could nofcgive 
any explanatic n, and said the rules might 
be torn to pieces or amended as the mem- 
bers thought fit. It then occurred to the 
president to read the article as it was 
found in the Quincy rules and it was dis- 
covered the word "majority" was left out 
in the copying. When inserted it made 
the section read that the rules could be 
amended by a majority of all the mem- 
bers. 
Mr. Whitaker moved the word 


"majority" be properly inserted and Mr. 
Sykes seconded the motion and the mo- 
tion was put,and carried. 


Mot Bnloon IiiceiiM», 


The president explained that the coun- 


cil had nothing to do wsth licenses as 
regards saloons, and that the words "li- 
cense" as found in the title of one of the 
committees applied to other kinds of 
licenses. 


Mr. Sykes inquired what is meant by 


the term "oldest man," the description 
given of the man who should call the 
council to order if the president and clerk 
were absent. At the request of Mr. Kearn 
it was explained that the rules committee 
meant the oldest pejson not the oldest 
member in point of service as the rules 
only were in force for one year. 


Tne Oldest Person. 


On motion of Mr, Sykes the rule was 


mode to read the "oldest" person. 
The 


clerk then read tV corrected section to 
satisfy Mr. Whitaker. The term "the old- 
est member in years" was then substituted 
and the rule was considered perfect. 


Mr. Brown denied that when the coun- 


cil is in a committee of the whole the 
chairman should have the right to dig. 
cuss the question under debate. The clerk 
read the rule and the president explained 
that when a point not decided by the 
rules should come up Cushings manual 
would be the rule. Mr. Whitaker thought 
it would be indelicate to confer upon a 
member, appointed 
as 
a chairman 


by the president, authority the pres- 
ident himself bad not. He thought the 
matter would be well left to the honor of 
the council. 


The RnleH by Section*. 


This leaving to honor pleased the presi- 


dent and on motion of Mr. Butterworth 
it was decided to consider the rules by 
sections and so approve and adopt them. 
The clerk read all the sections. One was 
altered, on motion of Mr. Armstrong, to 
read that no member shall leave without 
permission of the president when his 
presence is necessary to make a quorum. 
The rule concerning committees was ac- 
cepted by special vote. 


The president thought it might not be 


necessary to call the committee together 
twice a month as the rules provided. 
Once a month in his opinion, was suffi- 
cient for the council to have regular meet, 
ings and there could be as many special 
meetings as necessary. 


When to Meet. 


Mr. Whitaker thought the rulqi might 


stand. Mr. Armstrong believed the same, 
but changed his mind and made a motion 
embodying the president's idea. 
Mr. 


Whitaker then pointed out that the rule 
that committees should report in four 
weeks must be changed if that motion 
should prevail. The motion was that the 
council meet the first Tuesday each 
month. Mr. Farley inquired if the rule 
had not been adopted and a motion to 
reconsider was carried. Mr. Farley then 
moved that the first Monday be the night 
of meeting and Mr. Tiltou moved to 
amend that the evening be Tuesday. 


Monday the Day. 


Mr, Vadner said it would be difficult 


fer him to attend Tuesday evening. The 


amendment was put and carried, sixteen 
to three. 


Mr. Brown's motion thatcommitteesre- 


port at too next regular meeting instead 
of every four weeks as had been arranged 
was put and carried. Mr. Tower inquired 
what was meant by the statement in one 
the rules about personalities and the lan- 
guage to be n«ed in addressing the presi- 
dent. The clerk rend the rules and Mr. 
Tower v ft, satisfied. 


A Little Oversight. 


It was then discovered that the day of 


meeting had not been settled upon and 
Mr. Farley's motion that the council meet 
the first Monday in each month was put 
and carried. It was then voted that the 
rules as amended be adopted. 


The Tint Resolution. 


Mr. Cutting then introduced a resolu- 


tion regarding ordinances, resolutions and 
votes which was read by the clerk, sconded 
by Mr. Whitaker and adopted. 


Mr. Whitaker introduced a resolution 


ordering the clerk to have spread upon 
the record an engrossed copy of the 
charter similar to the one given his honor, 
the mayor. This was seconded by Mr. 
Bice and adopted. 


F.rot Department Report. 


Mr. Armstrong introduced a communi- 


cation from the trustees of the public 
library. The communication was a reso- 
lution regarding the meetings of the 
library trustees and their powers and 
duties. The clerk read it and the presi- 
dent explained there was no committee to 
refer it to. On motion of Mr. Farley the 
communication was laid upon the table 
until the committees were appointed. 


The Fire Department. 


Mr. Whitaker introduced a resolution 


regarding the fire department. The reso- 
lution provides for the fire department to 
consist of a chief, first and second engi- 
neers, superintendent of water works, ex- 
officio member, three companies of 
twelve men each, one hook and ladder 
company of nine men, all appointed by 
the mayor. The resolution also provided 
for the organizing of the department and 
outlined the duties of the chief In regard 
to fires and the prohibiting of fires by 
inspection and numerous such duties. 
Mr. Kearn moved that the resolution be 
referred to the police and flre committee. 
His motion was not seconded and on 
motion of Mr. Armstrong the resolution 
was laid on the table. 


Mr. Whitaker moved that the roles be 


printed in convenient form. It was 
noticed by the president that no library 
committee had been provided for and on 
motion of Mr. Bice it was voted the word 
library be added to the title of one of the 
committees, any one the president should 
choose. 
The City Seal, 


Mr. Darby introduced a resolution re- 


garding the city seal, which seal shall 
be circular in shape and three-fourths of 
an inch in diameter. The seal has upon 
it a train of cars proceeding from the 
Hoosac tunnel and the motto, "We Hold 
the Western Gateway," whose author is 
Dr. Bascom. 


Mr. Whitaker said a few words about 


the appropriateness of the motto and 
said that the preeent year is the 160th 
anniversary of the building of Fort Massa- 
chusetts. 
One hundred years subse- 


quently the tunnel was begun and for all 
these years this has been the western 
gateway. 
He emphasized the word 


''hold" and believes the motto tells the 
history for the last century and a half. 


Mr. Darby talked about the seal and 


moved the adoption of i the design. Pho- 
tographs ef the seal were passed around 
and then Mr. Darby read a letter from Dr. 
Bascom in which the doctor said he liked 
the design and was sure the inscription 
should be in English not Latin. Mr. 
Darby had pictures of other seals which 
had unimportant mottoes. 


Pointed Remark. 


Mr. Tilton remarked that if the state, 


not the Fitchburg railroad.had the tunnel 
the city would feel more proud of it. Mr. 
Sykes said figures of speech are allowed 
even if not true. The design of the seal 
was adopted. A letter addressed to the 
council from the hospital and evidently 
intended for the selectmen was read by 
the clerk and was held to be handed over 
to the selectmen. 


Special Meetings. 


The president then thought that no 


provision had been made in the rules for 
the calling of special meetings and on 
the motion of Mr. Whitaker it was voted 
the president call special meetings when 
necessary. 


The president mentioned committees 


necessary and Mr. Whitaker remarked 
that he supposed it was the duty of the 
presiding officer to appoint committees. 
It being the expression of the council that 
the president appoint the committees 
these commltteeshe announced:

The council then adjourned on motion

The Rules. 


The rules and other resolutions pre- 


sented by the 
members and adopted, 


tabled or referred were very lengthy docu- 
ments and contained nothing of import- 
ance to the public. They are only of im- 
portance in as much as they are necessary 
for the working of the council and regu- 
late that body in its public acts while not 
being strictly public acts themselves. The 
rales will be printed in pamphlet form as 
•was ordered and anyone curious to know 
just what they are can probably satisfy 
himself. They are simply such rules as 
are adopted to govern such deliberative 
assemblies. 


The Mayor Observes.

THE CITY SEAL. 


A Very Hortdsame and Approprlite De- 


sign Submitted to the Council. 


At a meeting of the city council last eve- 


ning Councilman J. M. Darby submitted a 
design for the seal of the city,which, there 
is every reason to believe, will be adopted. 
The design includes a very clear and ac- 
curate cut of the west portal of the Hoo- 
sac tunnel, showing plainly the word 
'•Hoosac" at the top of the arch. The 
Hoosac mountain shovs plainly in the 
background, and emerging from the tun- 
nel is an express train undor full head- 
way. At the .top of tho seal are the 
words, "Wo Hold the Western Gateway," 
while at the bottom is "North Adams, 
Mass., 1895." 


For this plain and simple, yet handsome 


and expressive, design for a seal the city 
is indebted to several persons. The idea, 
in the main, is that of S. Proctor Thayer, 
who after completing the first draft sub- 
mitted it to Dr. Bascom of Williams col- 
lege for criticism and invited him to sug- 
gest any changes which be might deem 
desirable. 
With the general idea Dr. 


Bascom was well pleased. He heartily 
agreed with Mr. Thayer that it was well 
to have the motto in English instead of 
Latin, thus departing from a custom that 
bos little but age for its sanction, but 
recommended that "We Quard-the Gate- 
way," be amended to read, "We Hold the 
Western Gateway." The propriety of 
this charge was recognized and the recom- 
mendation was at once adopted. 


To get the design on paper In perfect 


form was the next step, and here the ser- 
vices of F. W. Beed, head sketcher at the 
Arnold print works, were enlisted. Mr. 
Beed made a beautiful drawing in India 
ink, from which photographs were made 
by George Brownsword, also of the sketch- 
ing departmentof the Arnold print works. 
If the seal is adopted one will be made for 
embossing and another for printing. The 
former will be used on official documents 
and the latter on stationery, etc. 


The appropriateness of the seal is evi- 


dent at a glance. It makes prominent the 
Hoosac tunnel, the most famous achieve- 
ment in this part of the country, while no 
motto could be better in keeping with facts 
than "We Hold the Western Gateway." 


Those who have envolved this beautiful 


and thoroughly representative seal are en- 
titled to the thanks of the city for their 
painstaking and effective efforts. The de- 
sign in its entirety was approved by the 
council and not a single change was sug- 
gested. 


MAP OF NORTH ADAMS. 


Prompt Production ot a Useful Map of Our 


City. 


Our city is just one month old when a 


handsome map descriptive of its wards 
and locating its streets and most import- 
ant buildings is issued. The wards ore 
very clearly designated by large print 
and the boundaries defined by dotted lines 
and varied colorings. 
The prominent 


buildings and principal industries and 
manufacturing properties are indicated in 
such a way that it is very easy to find any 
locality desired, the streets and their in- 
tersections being clearly shown. An un- 
usually large number of conspicuous land- 
marks are located for a map of this kind. 


The real estate holdings are given to 


quite a general extent, though m som<> 
cases lettering was impossible on account 
of limited space, as presumably was the 
case with the city property, which we no- 
tice is not named on the map though 
properly located at the junction of Sum- 
mer and Bank streets. The map is pub- 
lished by D. L. Miller & Co., Phila., one 
of the firm being located m Adams much 
of the time. The surveys tor it were 
made under the supervision of Luciua E. 
Tenney, C. E. The firm baa brought out 
several very satisfactory local maps, this 
being one of their most important and 
best. The map is intended to hang on 
' the wall, its size when tally unrolled be- 


ing 5ft. 2in. x 3ft. Sin., and is neat and at- 
tractive in appearance.

What more Biting motto for ta» "Tun- 


nel Citv" than these words; "W« hold 
the wMtern gateway." 


Engraven upon our new city'« seal aorl 


sanctioned by the flnt city council, these 
strong, simple words—every one of them 
pure Anglo-Saxon in origin and OB Tar 
removed from latin a* possible—expresses 
very ranch of the life and spirit of North 
Adams. 


Very appropriately the designers of the 


city seal and the framer* of its motto have 
coupled the city of North Adams with the 
great tnnnel that like an artery feeds UK 
busy life and open* to all Massachusetts a 
wide territory of commercial activity and 
wealth. 
The little town once called 


Hoosao, when now it has become the 
city of North Adams, can well acknowl- 
edge the greatest source of it* growth by 
picturing upon its seal the tnnnel which 
bears its former name and by declaring 
itself the guard and holder of this western 
gateway of Massachusetts. 


Always since the white man's coming 


there has seemed to be need of a guard of 
this Hoosac region of Massachusetts. 
Once old Port Massachusetts performed 
the duty of holding the western gateway, 
at a time when the way was but a track 
blazed in the bark of trees by the red man. 
But with the increased importance of this 
entrance to the commonwealth, and as 
the Indian trail gave way to the wagon 
road and the wagon road in turn gave 
way to the tnnnel, so the old crude fort 
gave up its guardianship to the town of 
Hoosac and in turn the town has given 
way to the city whose motto truthfully 
reads: "We hold the western gateway." 


It means much for this city that its 


motto can rightfully claim what it does. 
It means that North Adams largely repre- 
sents in itself what this commonwealth 
wisely saw fit to purchase at a price of 
$20,000,000,—if not the treasure in told 
money, yet in Ita spirit of enterprise and 
in its future promise. 


And in this future promise of the yean 


to come,—years, we trust, of busy progress 
and growth, as the great stream of inland 
commerce continues to flow under Hoo- 
sac mountain in increasing volume, as our 
city grows and as this community more 
and more attracts to itself the attention 
natural to Ita stragette point of trade and 
thrift, tot us all hope that our now young 
city's motto may ever be true, and that 
we hold the western gateway well. 


MORE RAILROAD OPINION. 


The approval of the «Sort to secure 


better railroad facilities for North Adam* 
and Pittsfleld stiU continues to make it- 
self heard. It amounts to a, demand. 


So long has this community been na- 


fleoted by the Boston & Albany railroad 
company, that our righteous protest in 
these columns has been taken up and 
echoed and re-echoed throughout all of 
Berkshire county. 
The feeling against 


the railroad company In some instances is 
nothing short of bitter, If certain expres- 
sions of the press may be credited. 
But 


as a rule, the expression It that of earnest 
asking for simple right. 


The Plttsfleld Eagle of last evening says 


of the situation: "The agitation of the 
questlonof better railroad facilities be 
tween this city and North Adams, which 
was inaugurated by the North Adams 
Transcript, and promptly seconded by tbi 
Eagle, is meeting general approval, *nd 
the prat is heartily advocating an im 
provement." 


The Berkshire Sunday Record places its 


lance in rest against the Boston and Al- 
bany's poor service in these words: 


"The two Berkshire cities demand bet- 


tor railroad facilities between them. 
When Pittsfleld and North Adams were 
villages the Boston and Albany railroad 
did fairly good service, but now that they 
have become cities there is more traffic 
between the two places and while ten 
yean ago the accommodations we re fairly 
good today they are very poor, as bath 
the places have largely increased In popu 
latlon during that time. The last train 
from Pittsfield to North Adams leaves a 
8.20 p. m., and there is no connection bo 
tween trains from Albany or Boston com 
>ng into Pittsfleld later than that. Worse 
than this the last train from the Tunnel 
City leaves North Adams at 6.05. Anyone 
Who Will study the time table of North 
Adams branch will discover that the trains 
run now about the same as they did ten 
years ago, and stop more frequently than 
then, as they have made a station at the 
Junction and another at the Cheshire shoi 
•bop at Morningside. Nearly every train 
stops at Farnham's and Cheshire Harbor, 
which are really obsolete stations and it 
is seldom that more than one or two peo- 
ple board the train at either place. Th 
demand is for for one or two express t rains 
over this road, so that business men wh 
are in a hurry can go to North Adams in 
leu than forty minutes, which is now the 
time, and so that North Adams peopl 
who wish to go on east or west from here 
•hall net have to spend to ranch time on 
the-way." 


The Great Harrington Gazette, way in 


the southern part of Berkshire, has heard 
the cry of North Adams and PitUHeld 
Mdwtyt: 
"The Pittafleld and North Adams

ailway service between those two modern 
cities.

In respoitee to the resolnfclon of the house of 
representatives of Dso 23, Io5;, T transmit 
herewith a report from tho sooretary of m..*o 
and accompanying papers relating to certa'n 
speeches .aide by Thomas F. Bav«rd, ambas- 
sador of the United States to Great Britain 


In response to that part of that regulation 


which requests information as to tho action 
taken by the president concerning the spoechet 
therein referred to, I reply that no action hat 
been taken by th« president except each as is 
indicated in the report and correspondence 
herewith submitted. 
GHOVEK CUVEIARD. 


Executive Mansion, Washington, Jon &X 
The first letter in the report is from Mr 


Bayurd to Secuctaiy Olnoy, dated London, 
Due 12, in which he savs he observes from 
the newspapers in England the action o[ 
tliu house of reprcsontatives looking tu 
his impeachment, and encloses a printed 
copy of the Edinburgh address. 


Mr Bayttrd aills attention to the fact 


that tho address in question was delivered 
before an Institution purely literary and 
scientific in its character, and wholly un- 
connected with political parties—which 
had honored two of his official predeces- 
sors with similar Invitations, which in 
both cases had boen accepted; subjects 
political in their nature ("Democracy" 
and "The Law of the Land") having been 
respectively selected. 


No political canvass was pending or ap- 


proaching in this country when the ad- 
dress was made, and no interference or 
participation in Ipcal or party political 
concerns in this country was, therefore, 
possible 


Personal Opinions Only. 


The address, he says, consisted of his 


personal opinions upon governmental in- 
stitutions in general—the moral forces 
and tendencies which underlie them—and 
the governmental policies which assist in 
the conservation of the freedom of the in- 
dividual as an essential Integer of human 
progress, and of the permanence of civ- 
ilization. 
The judgment* so delivered 


•were formed after careful deliberation, 
and, 
in their presentation, sundry histori- 


cal facts and arguments tending to sus- 
tain them were advanced. 


"When the congress," he says, "shall 


have concluded its action on the subject, 
it is possible that I may desire to submit a 
further statement, but meanwhile I con- 
sider it proper to place before you the ad- 
dress itself In full, and the facts connected 
with its delivery " 


Mr Bayard odds in a postscript: "I 


find, upon reading over this note, that Mr. 
Lowell's address on 'Democracy' 
was 


delivered before the Midland Institute at 
Birmingham—an association similar in 
its character and purposes to the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Institution." 


Secretary Olney then cabled the am- 


bassador, Jan 8, that the house resolution 
asked not only whether the Edinburgh 
speech was made, but also whether in the 
Boston speech he used these words. "The 
president stood in tho midst of a strong, 
self-reliant, and oftentimes violent, peo- 
ple—men who sought to have their own 
way. It took a real man to govern tho 
people of the United States." 


Mr. Olney's dispatch also asked Mr. 


Bayard to send any/ additional statement 
regarding the Edinburgh speech he desired 
to make, and said the resolution asked 
what, if any, action the i president had 
taken on the speeches- 


Mr. Bayard cabled he would comply, 


and wrote confirming the cablegram. In 
this letter, dated Jan. 4, he says: My 
function was In gratification of head 
master and those interested in the wel- 
fare of the school, to deliver the prizes to 
the graduating atudenta. The exercises 
were of a very simple and informal nature; 
and without a note or prepared words of 
any kind, I made a short prefatory speech 
and handed over the prizes to the success- 
ful competitors. 


In the,afternoon we adjourned to a pub- 


lic hall, where a dinner was served, and, 
as is euHtomary here, there were toasts 
and responses, and I responded to the 
health of the President: of the United 
States, and subsequently to a toast to my- 
self. So far as I was concerned, every- 
thing was Impromptu, and a kindly, hu- 
morous, post-prandial tone prevailed. 


Reporter Was There. 


It seems a reporter was present, nor did 


I know that any report had been mode 
until the local newspaper Was sent to me 
a few days afterward in London. I sent 
a copy to Mr. Cleveland, because the re- 
port contained a kindly reference to the 
family home circle of the president. And 
as I have grandchildren tn Boston, I sent 
a copy into that household. This was the 
extent of "publication" in the United 
States of which. I have any knowledge. 


The occurrence, be said, had passed out

proceedings. 


"Sundry discrepancies," Mr. Bayard 


writes, "are obvious in these two reports 
—and they are such as are usually inci- 
dental under similar circumstances—but 
as to the remarks attributed to me, I 
epoke without premeditation, without 
fcotes, unaware of a reporter's presence, 
and have no means except recollection 
(now

confused them. But both reports are suffi- 
ciently full and accurate to describe the 
purpose of my visit and general nature 
and intent of my remarks.
